This letter acknowledges receipt of your Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act (FOIA) 
request received in the Executive Office for United States Attorneys. Your request has been 
assigned Tracking Number: EOUSA-2017-001335. 

Your request seeks records from one or more field offices, and may involve many voluminous 
records and/or requires consultation with another agency/component with a substantial interest in 
the subject-matter and therefore falls within “unusual circumstances” as set forth in the state.
